Natico To Report 

Cpon receipt of instructions from the 
proper authorities, the local lioards will 
notify the proper number of men to re- 
port for military duty at the ofVice of the 
local board at a specified hour aii<l on a 
certain day, the time to be between 8 a 
m. and s p. m., at least twelve hours 
and not more than twenty-four hours 
before tbe acbaduled time for takiag the 
train to the aMbiUaatioa caaip. Proai 
tbetiaM spa cM sd for rtportiag to tbs 
loeat board, each man iavohrad will fca 
in the military service of the Vnited 
.Slates KeKistrants should remember 
that tlie\ will be in the nii]it.ir\- service 
whether they receive the iiotihcatioii l)y 
mail or not. 

The local boards will make all ar« 
rauKemeiits for meals and lodging for 
selected men from reporting time to 
eiitraiiiiiix time. The ItoarUs may in 
their discretion, grant permission to the 
selected aien to spend tlia "bnt night at 
home." bat otberwiae the selected men 
must go to hotels or boarding booses 
selected by the local hoirds. The or 
ders of the local boards must be obeyed 
just the ^-.'inie as thoseof tbeeommander.

The arst SUte Con Ten tioa of the Red 
Cross was haM in Ualngloa, Kentucky 
August aaad aad 43rd aad was attended 
by more than jOO delegates from various 
Chapters in the State. Kvery sei tion 
WHS represented. All of the sessions 
were ch.iracteri/ed liy yreat enthusiasm 
and the ileejiest interest .\t Uu. licjjin- 
iii^; of the war Kentiieky did not hav e a 
Sln^;le Red Cross Chapter, It has I31 
Chapters now ami every single one of 
them are enthusiastic working organtsa. 
tion. In the reports from the Cbapteis 
many of the rural counties reported that 
as the rasalt af a weeks aaMibcrship 
campaiga mare thaa l.Ooo joined. In 
Shelby eoaaty 9, loo members were .se 
cured in the county in a week. 

Tbe Red Cross is confronted by the 
brgest Ulidert,ikiii)s's, not only to allevi 
ate the snfTerinj; and woiimled on the 
h.ittle front, l,ut to administer to the 
coniforl of our own soldies and to help 
the stricken in l!elniuni, l-raiice and 
Servia. It is proposed tuhave fiveUbor 
atory cars in thiscoUBt^ao kwatad that 
one of them can be at aay caatonnMnt in 
twentylbur boars in easaof an epidemic 
of any kind of dissase among the soldi 
ers, Csnteens will be csUblbhed in 
France in the second line trenches, one 
for every division of .'ly.lKXi men. There 
hot coffee, tea and lenion.ide will be 
ser^-eil the TiKliters 111 the first line Iten- 
i lies. ill pl.i. e ot llie stal,- «,ii,-r thev now 
li.ive to drink.

do ao. It waa made plain that it was 
not only aplaaaase and an bom >r to 
wear a Red Cross but a duty lo beloiiK 
There should be no slakers in this won- 
derful oi)(ani/.atioii, this '•(".ood Sama- 
tarism" of the w.ir We --honM .ill he 
williiix to sacrifice andsene oni loim- 
tr\ and iioihin^ else slioiiM he consider 
eU uutil every one has done all that is 
possible — Klizutiethlown Neva.
